Non-Delivered Letters Must be Adver- 


tised. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 6.—Tho Superintend' 


ent of the Dead Letter office of the Post- 
Office Department has prepared a circu- 
ar which will be sent to all postmasters, 
lirecting the strict enforcement of section 
J90 ol the postal laws and regulations. 
This section makes it imperative on post- 
masters to advertise in a newspaper or 
>y manuscript a list of non-delivered let- 
:ers. It also "requires the charge and

of Parliament Hill rises another emi- 
nence, which is of remarkable form. 
A u-gularly rounded cone, it N clcarly 
of artificial origin, and this conclusion 
is fully borne out by the fact that a 
well-defined fo-sso runs round it. 
In 


this both Mr. Waller Besant and Prof. 
Hales rceogni/.e a Briti.-h barrow, and 
the latter has expended much re.-eareb 
in fixing its chile, 
llowiti, he reminds 


us, relates how "in very early times the 
inhabitants of Si. Albans, \\lw aspired 
to make that town the capital of this 
part of England, liuding London grow- 
ing a vigorous rival, set out to attack 
and destroy it; bill that the Londoners, 
turning out, met and defeated their 
cnemiis of St. Albans on thisspot, and 
that this mound contains the dust of 
the slain." We must, the professor 
gravely points out, go back to very 
early times to fix a possible date for 
such a fray. 
In 55 B. C., when Cicsar 


invaded Britain, war was raging be- 
tween Cassiveiaunus, King of theCatu- 
velanni, whose capital was Verulara, 
the modern St. Albans, and Imanuen- 
tius. K.ir.2 of the Trinobantt s. one of 


whoso chief towns was Londiniuni. 
The Catuvclauni seem to have had the 
best of it during tho earlier part of this 
prolonged struggle, v hii-h did not end 
with Ca'-ar's CAmiing. 
In one of the 


battles, linanuentius was slain, and tho 
Trinobaiites threw themselves under 
CVsar's 
protection. 
But 
hostilities 


were 
renewed 
on 
the 
departure 


of 
the 
Romans, 
and 
con- 


tinued under the two succeeding Kings 
of 
the Catuvclauni, Tasciovan 
and 


Cunobelin, the latter o£ whom wlis the 


1 Cymbelineof Shakspeare. This tumu- 


lus may, then, be the mound, whieh 
covers the slain of one, of these lierce 
lights, and Imanucntius may have him- 
self been buried here. 


But the suggestion that a British 


tumulus still exists intact within four 
miles of Charing Cross is sure to be 
received with incredulity. It will be 
pointed out that multitudes of people 
must have passed over these grassy 
slopes in nineteen centuries; and that 
if of British origin the sides must have 
bctonie obliterated by wear and tear. 
It will be urged that, antiquaries of 
past generation.-would hate rilVd such 
a heap nl buried treasures as the grave 
of hundreds of B i i t i s l , warriors. 
And 


thi-.-e and the like objei-l ions will de- 
rive an added force, trom the local 
rtii'.ior, which seems to lie w-.-ll ascer- 
tained, though itdoc^ nM .--.iipear to be 
supported by writt.-r. "in 1 ,rity that 
tins'is none other I!:.,;, a plagnc-pit—a 
grim relit- of the lin-M Plague. 
This, 


it is said, is the riason Ihe mound has 
not onlv ne'i er been opened, but so long 
shunned that.its outlines have remained 
as well defined as when it was iirst 
made. 
Kightl) or wrongly, it is still 


commonly believed that even an inter- 
ment of two hundred years is not 
enough to destroy the germs of the 
Plague. 
So it is to lie feared that the 


mystery of the llampstead tumulus will 
still go unexplained. 


But even these do not exhaust the 


etymologies of Parliament Hill, for it 
shares with another eminence in the 
"•rounds of the Baroness Bnrdctt-Coutts 
the doubtful honor of having been the 
"Traitors' Hill." Of the. two, however, 
Parliament Hill seems to have the bet- 
ter claim. This name is also attributed 
to the associations of the spot with Guy 
Paux and his friends, which we have 
already shown to re.-! upon only the 
scantiest 
foundation. 
But 
anothci 


curious derivation has been unearthed.

But however this may be, wo have, 
shown that these spots have a many- 
sided interest apart from their pic- 
turesque surroundings. Whether it be 
a plague-pit—wliieh docs not sound 
salubrious—or a veritable British bar- 
row that crowns this hilltop, may bo 
doubtful; but few probably will dis- 
pute the claims of the Hill and its fel- 
lows to bo preserved.—Chambers' Jour- 
nal.
